Decatur  was  then  beaten  by  the  Warsaw  Tigers,  a  new  team  in  our  confer¬ 
ence,  by  a  score  of  26-0. 

Columbia  City’s  undefeated  team  came  to  Decatur  and  beat  the  Jackets  37-20 
with  Decatur  scoring  all  its  points  in  the  final  quarter. 

The  Jackets  then  met  New  Haven  here  and  were  beaten  14-0.  New  Haven 
is  also  a  new  team  in  our  conference. 

Decatur  closed  the  season  by  holding  Bluffton,  their  arch  rivals,  to  a  26-26  tie.
